FORMERLY STEWART & CO. 


The Great Establishment That Was 
the Wonder of the World 
Crumbles to Dust. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—The dry goods firm 
of Hilton, Hughes & Co. (once A. T. Stewart 
& Co.) have made an assignment to G. M. 
Wright. The assignment is without prefer- 
ences. Elihu Root is attorney for the as- 
signee. 

Among the banks in Wall street the fail- 
ure is regarded as due to a gradual decline 
in business. The firm's credit for the last 
five years has been badly iraraired and it is 
understood very little, if any, of the firm's 
single name paper is out. The firm has been 
taking stock for several weeks past and re- 
cently was understood to have received 
about $750,000, which has been used in reduc- 
ing the liabilities of the firm. It is reported 
that Siegel, Cooper & Co. will take over the 
stock of Hilton, Hughes & Co. 

The assignment was made by Albert G. 
Hutton, who comprises the firm. No state- 
ment has as yet been made as to the 
amount of liabilities and assets. All the 
windows show drawn blinds in the big build- 
ing which takes in the whole block sur- 
rounded by Ninth and Tenth streets and 
Fourth avenue and Broadway and the 
closed house which for s0 many years has 
presented a scene of bustle gave a deso- 
late air to that part of Broadway. 

After the close of business in the house 
last night there was a conference between 
Mr. Hilton and the managers of his vari- 
ous departments. The books were gone 
over carefully and the exact status of the 
firm was presented. The comference lasted 
until late and at an early hour this morn- 
ing there came the decision that the house 
must close its doors. . 

Accordingly, .when the employes hurried 
up to the building they found on each door 
this notice: 

“All employes are notified that their ser- 
vices are no longer required and that they 
will be paid in full to and including this 
day. The store will be closed until further

“The trouble was caused by the stringency 
in the money. market,”’ he said.

Another 
cause, of course, is the general depression 
in all lines of business, It is a fact that a 
man with $1,000,000 in United States bonds 
cannot borrow more than a couple of hun- 
dred thousand dollars on his securities. The 
difficulty in securing loans on a stock of 
dry goods will therefore be appreciated.” 
Mr. Gillam added that he .elieved that 


the assets would undoubtedly exceed the 
liabilities. The fficulty was to realize 
upon them quickly. 

Tor more than fifty years the firm last 
known as Hilton, Hughes & Co., has béen 
one of the largest in the trade. It was cre- 
ated by A. T. Stewart and at his death 
passed to his widow. When she died Henry 
G. Hilton became owner of the property. 
After various partnerships between Mr. 
Hilton and his sons, E. J. Denning and John 
M. Hughes, the firm was reformed with 
Albert Hilton, ex-Judge Hilton's son, as 
senior partner. Some time ago Mr. Hughes 
retired and since then Albert Hilton has 
gta on the business as Hilton, Hughes

The history of the great mercantile estab- 
lishment founded by A. T. Stewart and out 
of which he amassed one of the great for- 
tunes of modern times, has often been told. 
For thirty — it was the wonder of the 
country. tewart was a Scotch-Irishman 
and came to America a poor man. The 
story of the gradual] downfall of the finan- 
cial edifice he built is almost tragic. He 
left no children and was scarcely dead be- 
fore ages heirs sprang up in every direc- 
tién. any thousands were dissipated in 
litigation over these endless claims. 

Then came the long and often exploited 
story of the grasp of the great estate, ob- 
tained no one knows how, by Judge Hilton, 
and of the tremendous sensation created 
by his arbitrary course in closing the doors 
of his hotel at Saratoga to the Jews. 

That this was a gigantic mistake has been 
attested by the relentless war made for 
years on Hilton and the house, and which 
must have had much to do with the failure.

CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 26.—The Lllinots gold- 
standard Democratic convention nominated 
a ticket last evening, adopted a platform 
and adjourned. They repudiated Bryan 
and Altgeld. Delegates were chosen to 
Indianapolis who favor Watterson for Presi- 
dent. Following is the gold resolution: 

“The gold dollar is now, and for more 
than sixty years has been, the American 
gtandard of value, fixed by Democratic 
statesmen who were opposed to a base and 
fluctuating currency; that it is the meas- 
ure upon which private and public faith 
have rested and now rest; that it is the 
dollar which labor hunestly earns, and with 
which labor must be honestly paid, and 
that we unreservedly declere in favor of 
maintaining that standard. And we refuse 
to make concessions of any character to 
the element which would substitute there- 
for the monetary standard of the least en- 
lightened nations and races of the world. 

“We favor the use of silver as currency, 
and the coinage and circulation of such 
quantities thereof as can be kept at parity 
with gold coin, but we are opposed to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver by the 
United States Government as a measure 
certain to impair contracts, disturb busi- 
ness, diminish the purchasing power of the 
wages of labor, inflict irreparable injury 
upon commerce and industry, and fasten an 
ineffaceable stigma upon the financial honor 
of the American people.” 

President Cleveland’s administration was 
commended for its effort to uphold the pub- 
lic oredit. Concerning the Supreme Court, 
the resolutions say: 

‘We deprecate all efforts made by parti- 
gans to assure in advance by appointments 
to the judiciary the declaration of constitu- 
tionality in favor of pet measures or theo- 
ries of Government.” : 

The State Central Committee organized by 
electing Charles A. Ewing of Decatur, 
Chairman; A. A. Goodrich of Chicago, Vice- 
Chairman; R. E. Spangler of Chicago, Sec- 
retary, and Theodore Oehme of Chicago, 
Treasurer. 

It was decided to have nominees for Con- 
gress and the State Legislature named in 
every district.

You have 
tried it, and you have found that bankrupt- 
cies have increased year by year, and the 
only people who have prospered are those 
who own investments payable in dollars 
or money they are making out of the 
extremities of the Government. 


Money can be too good. It can be 80 
good that you can long for it and pray for 
it, but cannot get hold of it. (Laughter.) 
Remember that wheneversyou make money 
dearer, when you increase its purchasing 
power, you have simply driven down the 
value ef other things, and if those who own 
money and who hold contracts payable in 
dollars are willing to so legislate as to 
make their property more valuable, how 
can they appeal to those who own property 


.and owe debts to join them in that sort of 


legislation. I have asserted, I assert again, 
that without the aid of the money-owning 
classes the gold standard would not stand 
for one day in any nation under the sun.

It is the height of absurdity to defend 
as honest, as reasonable or scientific a 
system under which 20 per cent of the 
money forming the standard of exchange 
is kept locked up in the Treasury while

was upheld in this by the hearty concur- 
rence of the President, Andrew Jackson. 
Mr. Sherman claims that if the law of 1873 
was a crime that the law of 18h was also a 
crime. I desire to call attention to the dif- 
ference between the two “crimes.” . 
To cause the circulation of gold as the 
rincipal medium of exchange in this coun- 
ry the Congress chose to unde ue silver 
3 per cent by changing the ratio from 15 to 
Lto 16 tol. Now, France and her ailles of 
the Latin Union were coining at the ratio 
of 15% to 1, which made a constant, ce 
neverending market for the product of our 
silver mines at 108c in gold for every 100 
cents in silver (at our ratio). This coun- 
try, therefore, under that law was becoming 
the competitor of England as a gold ab- 
sorbing country, and was at the same time 


enjoying a market at the highest price for 


all silver produced. Whatever debt we 
might owe in Europe we at that time 
to pay with our silver, because we got 
better price for it than we got'at home at 
the mints; and any balance due to us by 
foreign countries was paid to us in gold.

Oversupply. 


“Well, well, I never saw the like since 
the war. If this keeps on the farmers will 
starve before the winter’s over.” 

The speaker was Capt. Juseph 8. Nanson, 
He had just seen No. 2 corn marked up on 
the big blackboard at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change at 19% cents a bushel. 

The figures on the board showed that 
the great American product was selling in 
the St. Louis market at a lower figure 


than at any time in the last thirty-five 
years. Al) records were smashed.and corn 
was cheaper than in 1890, when the farm- 
ers of Kansas and Nebraska burned their 
grain rather than sell it. 

The break in No. 2 corn created a sen- 
sation on ‘Change. To many of the young- 
er members it was the event of a iiietime. 
It was discussed informally at a meeting 
of the directors after the markets closed.

1864, when the blockade on the Missis- 
sippi River was raised, corn commanded 
the migest price it has ever brought—§L48 
a bushel.

The boards on which the price of corn was 
marked Tuesday attracted a great deal 
of attention, but there were other boards 
in the big chamber even more interestin 
because they threw a on the causes o 
a break which will go down in the commer- 
cial aimee? of St. Louis.

it showed that the supply of corn in the 
United States was 14,110,000 bushels, as 
against 5,287,000 on the same date last year, 
an increase of nearly 9,000,000 bushels in 
twelve months. Judging by these figures 
alone it was not surprising to some of the 
commission men that prices should slump. 
‘The old law of supply and demand never 
operates more quickly than in the case of 
cereal eee nye said Assistant Secre- 
tary Whitmore of the Exchange in rey | 
of the big drop. “The supply this year is 
far in excess of the demand that prices will 
have to suffer. They may be lower to-mor- 


not vary much from the present figures for 
some time, 

“The demand for corn is never very heavy 
at this season. If the demand were at all 
in proportion to the supply the drop would 
never have taken place. Take the conditions 
last April. The visible supply then was 
17,170,000 bushels, 3,160,000 bushels more than 
at present. But there was a brisk demand 
for corn. Roads which had been impass- 
able during the winter months were opening 
up. The grain which had been tied up was 
badly wanted by the consume and de- 
spite the enormous supply corn sold as high 
as 27%c during that month... Of course that 
is not a high price, but it is a price at which 
the farmer can make a smal! profit, which 
ihe certainly cannot do whem he sells his 
corn at 19%c a bushel.”’ 


A panes at the “receipts” bulletin showed 
another reason why corn should be down to 
bed-rock in the St. Louis market. The re- 
ceipts for this year up to date have been 
12,437,870 bushels as compared with 4,000,000 
bushels during the corresponding period last 
year. This year 9,000,000 bushels have been 
shipped from here, while last year 4,000,000 
were shipped. 

At first sight this would seem to mean 
that the demand for corn is greater now 


than last year. The shipment of 9,000,000 
bushels this year constitutes only 75 per 
cent of the St. Louis supply, while last 


year’s shipment of 4,000,000 was 95 per cent 


of the supply. 

“The trouble,” said Mr. Whitmore, “is 
not that grain is moving. It is moving in 
every direction, but is not going to the 
consumer but into the elevators. Traffic 
conditions have much to do with the move- 
ment of corn just at present. There has 
been a substantial reduction in the freight 
rates on corn over all the Western lines, 
and farmers are taking advantage of it to 
get their grain to market. Of course they 
are sending in more than the commission 
men can sell.’’ 

President Spence of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change was much Interested in the slump 
in corn, When seen he said:

NAT DRYDEN’S DEATH BF 
TEARS TO MANY EY 


WAS HIS OWN WORS) cNEMY.

The death of Nat ©. )"sueu Tuesday af- 
ternoon sent a thru o ivy rippling out 
through the whole * of Misseuri. 

In the hearts «f al. who knew him there 
was more ther o:¢in2ry sorrow at his end- 
ing. The eircumst-nces which surrounded 
and led up to the dnal chapter were so full 
of pathos, of tragedy, of the wrecking of @ 
really big man’s heart and home and life, 
that the picture they fashioned in retrospec- 
tion seems t« the lawyer‘s intimates indeed 

one. 
$ 3% years and more Nat Dryden was 
+” ve to liquor. Even in his boyhood he 
@tan* desperately hard. With a nature 
as fervid as a child of the tropics, he grew 
wiid with an untrammeled freedom. 

The conventionalities of life could not 
ouw him. He defied the proprieties and mage 
his own rules of life. So it was that in all 
his drinking scrapes he ran riot through 
the State, and people came to know him as 
the “‘wickedest man in Missouri. 

But drink was not the worst of this 
man’s habits. He had a master to whom he 
bowed in more abject servitude than he did 
to King Alcohol. 

It was morphine, and for many years 
the deadly drug kept fastening itself more 
and more firmly upon him. 

These two evil habits together combined to 
bring him from a high estate almost te the 

utter. After the death of his first wife 

n Hannibal five years ago he let down 
the bars of restraint and made a deliberate 
effort to throw himself away. His law 
practice was utterly dissipated. He squan- 
dered in riotous living every dollar he 
could lay his hands on, and then he pmtyed 
for death. 

But it did not come. Instead there was 
forced upon him 4 new lease of life. Despite 
his violent eobjections, he was taken to 
ay go Iil., to undergo-the Keeley treat- 
ment for the morphine habit. It was thought 
that if he could be but free from this ho 
could straighten himself out. 

He came back from Dwight a change 
man as to morphine, but the undefined 
craving which the absence of the drug left 
in him only caused him to drink the harder 
and of his own volition he returned to 
Dwight for the liquor habit. 

This is now about four years ago and in 
the intervening months there has taken 
place one of the most pathetic struggles to 
regain the lost opportunities of a lifetime 
that ever it was the hard lot of a man to 
undertake, : 

Col, Dryden had by this time moved to 

St. Louis permanently. With him were 
his four motherless daughters, whom he 
loved” with all his heart. He had treated 
them shamefully. He used to say so, heap- 
ing curses upon himself for his folly, and 
he set about to give them what was due 
seme and carve out @ néw name for him- 
eeclf. ‘ 
Few know what this man went through 
n his fight for regeneration. Always 
aughing. joking and story-telling, he hid 
beneath his breast a bitterness against his 
own course that was at times almost suicid- 
alin hs intensity. 

To add to the burden of the struegle his 
physical suffering was often intense. He 
craved morphine in that he knew one touch 
of the magic powder would drive the pain 
from his aching limbs. 

So, day after day, he struggled on, with- 
out money, without practice. Oftentimes 
he walked from his home to his office to 
conceal from his children the sorrowful 
‘fact that he did not even have a nickel for 
carfare. 

It was a long, hard pull, but he won and 
then—he lost. 

Again he reached a position in the com- 
munity of honor and respect. Again he 
stood before the bar of justice, an orna- 
ment to his profession. Again his eloquent 
voice was lifted in the court-room, to gain 
the admiration of every auditor. Again he 
had gathered around him his four young 
daughters, all budding into womanhood, 

roud of their brilliant father, filled with 
ove for his kindness. 

He used to talk of his reformation with 
ears in his eyes, full of hope for the fu- 

ure, and of strength within himself to re- 
sist any lapse from the path of duty. 

But fate had in store for him another 
end—one so pathetic, in view of his brave 
fight against the evil in his nature, that his 
death comes now with a double significance. 

Perhaps it was best, after all, that it 
should be so, for three months ago he fell, 
and the jaws of ruin yawned for him. 

The story of this fall is not a pleasant 
ene. It seems to have come through cir- 
cumstances that should have but strength- 
ened him in his purpose, but the world 
went awry for Dryden when he most need- 
ed every helping hand. 

Last year the dead lawyer married Miss 

Henning. He had been her attorney 
mn a damage suit against a railroad and 
had fallen in love with her. 

Feeling that his daughters would object 
to his new union, Col. Dryden took his 
wife to live at 4072 Page avenue. He tol. 
his children nothing of his mariage anid 
continued to make his ostensible home with 
them at the house of his half brother, John 
W. Dryden, at 3405 Pine street, 

There was no suspicion in the minds of 
any one of bis new matrimonial venture 
until the first part of this year, when his 
wife found a letter in his pocket from a 
woman working in a Broadway dry goods 
estore. 

The missive aroused her jealousy, and 
she went to see the my ty A scene fol- 
jowed, which resulted in an investigation 
and consequent publicity. 

From that day on, John Dryden never 
spoke to his brother. He felt bitterly over 
what he considered a grievous mesalliance. 
Nat Dryden's daughters took the same view 
of the case and became estranged from 
their father. 

Within a few weeks they left the city to 
live with an aunt in Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
oll relations ceased. 

he father took this to heart very bitterly. 
Sie loved his girls tenderly and he brooded 
over the loss of their esteem by the hour. 
It was their dependency upon him which 
had kept him from suicide in the dark hours 
of his struggle for reform and his thoughts 
often reverted to this idea. 

Had his new wife known her husband in 
the days when he was drinking, had she 
more thoroughly understood the boyish 
character of the man, she no doubt would 
have acted differently in this grave crisis 
of his affairs. 

But she did not appreciate the danger 
which hung constantly over her husband's 
head. Trembling as he was on the verge 
of a break-down, she one day, prevailed upon 
him to drink some c'der. 

At first he refused. It was the hab of 
~ three years’ struggle. She laughed at 

im. Wasn't he big enougb and strong 
enough to take a drink of cider and not go 
to the dogs? 

A woman could make Nat DPrvden lay 
down his life and he drank the cider. With 
that drink came the poginning of the end. 

t was the cracking of the ice which precip- 

tated him to his doom, 

Within a month he was drunk. In the 
courtroom at Poplar Bluff, when he mada 
his argument in behalf of Judge Wear’s son, 
he was noticeably intoxicated. 

It was then but a question of time. Within 
@nother month he was so intoxicated at his 
own home that his wife was obliged to cai! 
BD Decoman and have him sent in trons to 

t. Vincent's Hospital. 

He recovered (rom this spree, but he did 
mot quit drinking. He went the road of a)i 
men who lapse from the Keeley cure. 

Ili-health followed rapidly upon his re- 
newal of his bad habits. is rheumatism

In the crowd at the engine-house was Po- 
liceman J. J. Kavanaugh, with whom Col. 
Dryden had been very friendly. He in- 
sisted to him particularly that his time had 
come. 
“I’m going this time, boys,”’ he said. “But 
you will come out and pray for me after 
it’s all over, won’t you?” 

Kavanaugh promised that he would and 
he kept his word. Tuesday night he knelt 
beside the dead body of his friend at the 
hospital with tears in his eyes, sobbing 
he he said a prayer for the repose of his 
soul. 

Death came to the great lawyer as sweetly 
as sleep to a little child. He lay during the 
afternoon on his cot, chatting with Dr. 
Keating Bauduy, his wife and another 
friend. He had e.. reading a newspaper. 

“Keating,” he said, finally, as he felt a 
drowsiness coming over him, “I am dying.’’ 

“Oh, no, Nat, you are all right,”’ said his 
young friend and physician. 

“I .feel it coming,” continued the sick 
man, as he turned his head to one side and 
closed his eyes. 

The doctor had his hand on the patient's, 
broad, full brow. There was a flutter of the 
eyelids, a prolonged’ sighin breath as 
though of relief and Nat Dryden was dead. 

When Drs. J. K. Bauduy and Joha Simon 
came in, ten minutes later, to consult with 
the younger Dr. Bauduy, they found that 
they could only mourn. 


Col. Dryden was born in Palmyra, Marion 
County, Mo., Dec. 17, 1849. His father was 
John D. A. Dryden, Judge of the Supreme 
Court during the Civil War. He was a stern 
old man of Virginia stock and an ardent 
Presbyterian. 

His wife was a Catholic, but during her 
husband's lifetime she foreswore her re- 
ligion. Her children were raised in the 
Presbyterian faith. After her husband's 
death she went back to the church of her 
childhood, and Nat, at least, followed her. 

The young man went to Amherst College, 
Massachusetts, for his education, and re- 
turned after graduation to Lincoln County 
in this State. Here he began the practice 
of law. In_ 1871 he married Miss Nannie 
Pulliam 2t Warrenton, Mo., and was most 
happy with her. 

Although he was known as “the 
wickedest man In Missouri,’’ Nat Dryden 
was not wicked in the sense that there was 
any evil in hig heart toward others. He was 
wild and irreligious, but no man ever had 
amature more easily touched into sympathy 
by the misfortunes of Others or more ready 
to stand by a friend in the hour of need. 

He was a wonderfully handsome fellow in 
his youth. Sometimes they used to call him 
Steerforth, after that magnetic creation of 
Dickens in “David Copperfield.”” He had 
many tof the traits of this character and 
they made him his own worst enemy. 

tte might have won fame as a statesman, 
and no doubt would have done so, but for 
his intemperate habits. 

He was a good fellow, whom everyone 
liked, and a charming story teller. There 
isn’t a man who knows him who has not 
been won in admiration of his wit and the 
delightful charm of his pleasing personal- 
ity. He had an inexhaustible fund of clever 
anecdote and knew how to tell it enter- 
tainingly. 

It was this good fellowship and socia- 
bility that led him into bad habits, and at 
one time carried him to the verge of ruin. 

It led the man to make less of his life 
than he really might have. He, wasted much 
of his time in the Ss of those, 
who, while constituted to make Mfe merry, 
are not good props to ambition. 

There were times in the life of this sunny- 
natured and child-like man when he be- 
came the victim of desperate fits of anger. 
When in his cups and aroused he was a 
dangerous man to fool with. 

Col Dryden once shot Ferdinand Meyer, 
an internal revenue officer, in Lincoln 
County. The ball struck Meyer in the face, 
but did mot kill him, 

A change of venue was taken to Clay- 
ton, in St. Louis County. The trial re- 
sulted in Col. Dryden's acquittal on the 
ground of self-defense. 

Gov. Johnson, who afterwards became so 
intimate with Col. Dryden, prosecuted him. 

Nat Dryden was one of the most brill- 
fant criminal lawyers in Missouri. Of re- 
cent years he has been associated in cases 
that have attracted attention, not only 
in the localities where ney have 0oc- 
curred, but in surrounding States as well. 

He was often associated in later years 
with that’ brilliant pleader, ex-Gov. has. 
P. Johnson, and the two together made 
a combination that was almost invincible. 

Col. Dryden’s s.rength itn the court- 
room lay more in his remarkable natural 
ability as a cross-examiner and his un- 
usual talents as a jury orator than in a 
wealth of legal lore. 

He was not a great student. He had 
found that without this drudgery he had 
been able to attain a success granted to 
but,few and so he Jearned to depend upon 
bril§ancy instead of learning. 

In the cross-examination oF witnesses he 
was expert. He had an insinuating, soft 
spoken way about him which led his vic- 
tims unconsciously into traps. 

Then there came the rapid fire of ques- 
tions, one after the other, so steadily that 
the falsifiers were generally discomfited, 
and sometimes tellers of the truth,*as well. 
Before a jury he was a power. In his ear- 
lier years he had a magnificent voice, but 
later he lost it in some part. It still re- 
tained its effectiveness, owever, in the 
se ad passages, and here he was at his 

est. 

Possessed as he was of a sympathetic and 
benevolent nature, which was indirectly the 
cause of many of his failings, he took deep- 
ly ta heart the position of his clients. He 
wept with them and caused others to fol- 
low his example. 

He was a great actor, too, in much of his 
work, but not in this. His tears were not 
those of the crocodile. 

T.me and again in his career at the bar 
he has stood before a jury of hard-headed 
countrymen and swayed them by his elo- 
quence until emotions swept away convic- 
tions and his client would be cleared. 

All of Col. Dryden’s sympathies were with 
the prisoner. When he began his career in 
Lincoln County, fresh from Amherst Col- 
lege in Massachusetts, he was ambitious to 
climb the ladder of fame. They made him 
Prosecuting Attorney of the county and his 
record still stands as a marvel for the num- 
ber of cases “that he made.”’ 

But after that he ceased to prosecute. He 
became the great defender and in the clos- 
ing years of his life no money could tempt 
him to aid a State’s attorney in securing 
a conviction. 

wo of his more recent cases of note were 
tose of Dr. Joseph D. Hearne, formerly 
of Hannibal, Mo., and Arthur Duestrow, 
now under sentence of death in the St. 
Louis jail. 

In the former trial he stood the brunt 
of the fierce battle which the attorneys for 
the State put up against his client. It was 
one of the most memorable trials in the 
criminal history of Missouri. 

On the one side were a half dozen lawyers 
led by the brilliant Champ Clark, backed 
by the prejudice of seven years in the 
hearts of the Marion County people and a 
case as black as the gallows with incrim- 
inating evidence. 

On the other side was Col. Nat Dryden 
practically alone, save for the aid of Sen- 
ator David A. Ball. His work in the trial 
was marvelous and his powerful plea at 
the end snatched a man’s neck from the 
noose, ’ 

In the Duestrow case he was junior coun- 
sel to ex-Gov. Johnson. His principal work 
in that case was in the arguments. At the 
close of the first trial his peroration was 
one of the most touching bits of passionate 
appeal that ever fell from the lips of man. 

Back and forth on the chords of the hu- 
man heart his words played like fingers on 
a harp. Even old Rudolph Hirzel, the Judge 
on the bench, wept when he heard the beau- 
tiful plea and looked ;below him at the 
weeping faces of the gther auditors. 

It was this speech that hung the jury. 

In Col. Dryden’s death Duestrow and Gov. 
Johnson well know that they have iost a 
veiuabic aid in the fight for the murderer's 
11 @, 

No man ever committed wilder pranks 
than Nat Dryden. From one end of the 
State to the other he was famous for his 
practical jokes. 

In his old drinking days he spent much 
of his time in Jefferson City, where he 
was employed in lobbying for the railroads. 

One morning he was in the back room of 
the Madison House bar, when an old fellow, 
who had been on a protracted spree, came 
in. The old chap had come from a proud 
Southern family, but drink had brought 
him down to ruin. 

This morning he asked the bartender to 
stand him off. The man refused, and the 
old fellow’s pride was touched. 

He walked back to where he saw Col. Dry- 
den ae a light breakfast and partaking 
of a amali “cold bot."’ 

“Nat.” he said, Fm going to kill mypett,

Mrs. Dryden was not at home when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called at the little 
flat, 4812 Delmar avenue, but her younger 
sister spoke for her regarding the events 
os her snort married life with Dryden. 

My sister is heart-broken over Nat’s 
death,” she said, “although it was not en- 
tirely unexpected. She was devoted to him, 
as he was to her, and she does not know 


.which way to turn in her distress.” 


‘Did Mrs. Dryden know of her hus- 

band s weakness for drink?’ was asked. 
She did and she did not. She thought he 

had been cured entirely, and when she 
found out the contrary it almost killed her. 
She could not believe it for a long time, 
and tried to deceive herself as much as 
one tr but she could not help seeing it. 

he did not know what to do nor how to 
treat him when he had been drinking. She 

ad had no experience in such matters and 
was entirely at loss. 

He was devoted to her and they never 

ad a cross word with each other from the 
day they were married. When he died he 
had just been trying to save her a few steps 
and she had been trying to cheer him up. 
He wanted to settle some matters about a 
piece of property right away. She wanted 
to put it off, telling him to wait until] he 
got better. This he would not listen to, and 
insisted on sending for Mr. Rowe. She said 
she wanted to go herself, but he wanted to 
send some one else. She had just gone for 
Mr. Rowe when Mr. Dryden died. She had 
kissed him good-bye and had promised to 
see him again in thé“tvening.

Mrs. Dryden would 
have cut off her right hand before doing 
such an awful thing to him. He stayed at 
the Brothers’ Hospital for some time and 
she went to see him every day.

The Police Think the Arrest of the 
Suspected Burglar Broke Up 
a Conspiracy. 


The police believe that by arresting John 
Ambrose, the suspected burglar, they broke 
up the plans of a pair of thieves. 

It has been learned that Ambrose went to 
Union Station, where he was arrested, to 
meet Katie Quigg, a once notorious wench 
who was expected to return from Jefferson 
City, where she had completed a term of 
eleven years for murdering a woman at the 


Workhouse. ' 
Ambrose was arrested Monday evening 
opposite Union Station by Detectives Me- 
Grath and Anderson, suspected of bei im- 
licated in the numerous West End robber- 
es and burglaries. Ambrose had served 
eleven years in different terms at.the peri- 
tentiery for burglary and was considered a 
bad man to be loose. 

Before Katie Quigg went to the peniten- 
tiary she was known as a thief, and had 
served sevéral terms in the Work-house for 
larceny. It was while serving one of these 
terms that she murdered a woman prisoner 
by crushing in her skull with a piece of 
roc 

She and Ambrose had been very friendly, 
and had been arrested together more than 
once for stealing: 

Ambrose’s visit to Union Station to meet 
Katie Quigg as she came back from serv- 
ing her imprisonment is taken by the police 
as evidence that the two were pee 
continue their criminal operations, which 
were cut short by their conviction, ; 

It is well: known in police circles that 
criminals work to advantage when a woman 
is connected with the plot. Chief Desmond 
and his detectives believe that Ambrose and 
the woman intended to work together, the 
usual scheme being for the woman to go 
to the front door of a residence and ring 
the bell. While she engages the atten- 
tion of the lady of the house by offering 
goods for sale or telling fortunes, the man 
enters the house by the back door. After 
he has rifled the place they go to a house 
in another part of town, and in that manner 
a half-dozen houses can be robbed in a 


day. 

‘Ambrose denies that he and Katie Qui 
had any design upon the property of t 
citizens of St. Louls. He says he has re- 
formed, and that he Is constantly praying, 
not alone for himself, but for all the po- 
lice officers and newspaper reporters. 

He says he simply went to Union Station 
to meet Katie and escort her to the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Jones, on Tenth street, 
between Clark avenue and Walnut. Furth- 
er, Ambrose insists that his intentions were 
to teach her religion in an effort to reform 


ber. 

Detective Flynn, who has closely observed 
Ambrose’s actions, says he is positive that 
the reform claimed by the prisoner is a 
dodge to divert suspicion.
